WASHINGTON lift - 
The 


Pentagon said Friday it 
has reversed the heroin ep- 
idemic among U.S. troops 
in 'Vietnam and reported a 
sharp decline in narcotics 
addiction and use among 
thb troops. 


."1 think the big Green 


Machine (the Army) has 
done something right," by 
accomplishing what the ci- 
vilian society has been un- 
able to do, said Dr. Rich- 
ard S. Wilbur. "We've re- 
versed the heroin epidemic 


within a year, and it's a 
unique triumph." 


Wilbur, assistant secre- 


tary of defense for health 
and 
environment, 
said 


drug - related 
deaths in 


Vietnam dropped from a 
peak of 15 a month in No- 
vember, 1970, to zero last 
September 
and October, 


the last available reporting 
months. 


Wilbur 
said urinalysis 


tests showed that only 2.5 
per cent of the GIs leaving 
Vietnam in December used 


heroin, compared to a high 
of about 4 per cent a 
month shortly after the 
testing program began last 
summer. 


Despite the gains, he re- 


ported that some 2,000 men 
a month are still being re- 
ferred 
to rehabilitation 


centers in the war zone for 
nonaddictive heroin treat- 
ment. However, the num- 
ber is beginning to flatten 
out and is expected to drop 
sharply 
in 
the 
coming 


months, he added. 


But "the ones we worry 


about most are the ad- 
dicts, and the number of 
those under treatment by 
the medical corps in Viet- 
nam has 
dropped from 


about GOO a month in July 
to a little more than 200 in 
October," Wilbur said. 


At a news conference, 


Wilbur denied the drop in 
drugs s t a t i s t i c s was 
brought about by the de- 
cline in U.S. troop strength 
in Vietnam. He cited sta- 
tistics showing that the 
pace of troop withdrawals 


is proceeding at a much 
slower rate than the de- 
cline in drug usage and 
addiction. 


Instead, the doctor at- 


tributed the success to: 


—A worldwide drug edu- 


cation program to inform 
servicemen of the dangers 
involved with the so-called 
hard drugs. 


—"The deterrent effect 


of knowing there may be a 
random screen (mandato- 
ry urinalysis test) and to- 
night may be the night." 


—The rehabilitation pro- 


gram. 


While not ready to de- 


clare "total victory" in the 
antidrug battle in Vietnam, 
Wilbur said, "we have the 
beginning of a very defi- 
nite trend." 


His report dealt mainly 


with the drug problem in 
Vietnam and made little 
mention of the efforts in 
the United States and Eu- 
rope where the use of her- 
oin, barbiturates and other 
drugs has been less of a 
problem.

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Unemployment passes 6% 
Sour note ends decade's worst job year 


WASHINGTON (UP!) — The government reported 


Friday that unemployment climbed to 6.1 per cent in De- 
cember, the enci of a year with the worst average annual 
jobless rate in a decade. 


Nevertheless unemployment in California declined 


slightly to 6.1 per cent last month1 — the lowest rate in 
18 months. Director Sigurd Hansen of the Department of 
Human Resources Development said the decrease from 
6.2 per cent in November continues a six-month down- 
ward trend in the rate which stood at 7.4 per cent last 
June. The Los Angeles-Long Beach jobless rate climbed 
to 6.4 per cent from 6.3 per cent in November. 


The national figures showed that the nation ended 


the year with 5.2 million workers unemployed and with a 
5.9 per cent unemployment rate for all of 1971. 


Democrats 
immediately seized on the figures to 


challenge President Nixon's oft-stated prediction that 
1971 would be a good year and 1972 a very good year. 


"Richard Nixon's very good year in 1972 has gotten 


off to a very bad start," said Democratic National 
Chairman Lawrence F. O'Brien. 


On Capitol Hill, Geoffrey H. Moore of the Bureau of 


Labor Statistics (BLS) did not disagree with Sen. Wil- 
liam Proxmire's assessment that "this looks to me like 
a pretty discouraging, if not bleak, picture." 


Moore did note "a small improvement" in the num- 


ber of people with jobs and an increase in the average 
work week as encouraging signs. 


In a statement from liis presidential campaign head- 


quarters, Sen. George S. McGovern, D-S.D., said the 
persistent joblessness was the result of President Nix- 
on's "clear choice to turn his back on the working men 
and women of America." 


"Ho can make late night phone calls to football 


coaches and dream up touchdowns but cannot devise a 
plan to put Americans to work," McGovevn said. 


Organized labor also chimed in, recalling that Nixon 


a year ago promised that unemployment would come un- 
der control in 1971. 


"Not one word of that prediction has come to 


pass," AFL-CIO Secretary-Treasurer 
Lane Kirkland 


said. "It is a record that should shame the administra-

NEW YORK 
UP} —The multimillion-dollar 


Hotel Pierre robbery, carried out by four ban- 
dits who arrived at the fashionable hotel by lim- 
ousine before dawn last Sunday, was declared 
"solved" by police Qn Friday with the arrest of 
four men and the recovery of $250,000 in jewels. 


Police Commissioner Pa- 


trick Murphy said several 
more arrests were immi- 
nent in the case but gave 
no details. 


The four men in custody, 


Murphy said at a news 
conference, were seized at 
two 
midtown Manhattan 


hotels, Both only a short 
distance from the Pierre, 
which 
overlooks Central 


Park on Fifth Avenue. 


Murphy declined to say 


whether the men seized by 
police were allegedly in- 
volved in the actual rob- 
bery or were fences to 
whom 
the stolen goods 


vrere being sold. 


HE DID say that two of 


the men had just bought 
.some of the stolen loot 
when police stormed their 
room at the Summit Hotel. 


The loot recovered by 


nrresting officers included 
diamond 
bracelets 
and 


earrings, a star sapphire 
and hundreds of small dia- 
monds that had been dis- 
lodged from their fittings, 
police said. 


The total take in the 


elaborate 
robbery 
had 


been estimated at any- 
where from $1 million to 
five times that figure. 


The bandit gang, includ- 


ing one man posing as a 
chauffeur, arrived at the 
Pierre about 4 a.m. Sun- 
day and persuaded the se- 
curity guard to unlock the 
entrance. They said they 


• were guests. 


THE quartet then trussed 


or handcuffed 19 hotel em- 


ployes and guests and went 
into the hotel's vault behind 
the reception desk. 


Apparently at random, 


the bandits wielded crow- 
bars to open 47 of 200 safe- 
ty-deposit 
boxes 
in the 


vault. They left one hour 
and 45 minutes later, trip- 
ping off a Wells Fargo 
alarm as they fled but still 
making good their escape. 


Police 
said 
a second 


alarm at the entrance to 
the vault was inoperative 
because it had been left 
open, in violation of hotel 
security rules.

Apollo moon 
flight delay 


CAPE KENNEY (UP!)—The Space Agency Fri- 


day postponed the Apollo 16 moon flight from 
March 17 to April 16 because of problems with a 
spacecraft separation device, batteries and a space- 
suit. 


Apollo Program Director Rocco A. Petvone, who 


made the decision in Washington, said engineers 
might have, been able to solve all the difficulties in 
time to make the March date but "I just didn't 
deem it in our interest to force it." 


The mission is the nation's next-to-last Lunar- 


landing expedition and it will be carried out by 
John W. Young, Thomas 1C. MatUngly and Charles 
M. Duke. The final Apollo mission remains set for 
December. 


Young and Duke will explore a rugged stretch 


of the moon's central lughlands for the first time 
while MatUngly maps the moon from orbit. 


The primary problem responsible for the delay, 


Petrone said, involved a design flaw in the explo- 
sive undocking device used to sever the Apollo 
command module from its landing craft in lunar 
orbit. That system will be opened and modified. 


Petrone also said a spacesuit that will be worn 


by Young during his three surface excursions must 
be sent back to the factory for changes because it 
was found that Young had a tendency to put un- 
usual stresses on the suit. 


The third problem concerns batteries to be used 


in tile Apollo 16 lunar module. Petrone said im- 
proved quality control procedures are being utilized 
to guarantee that each battery will produce 100 per 
cent of its designed power.

Boiler explosion rips hospital 


MCKEESPORT, 
Pa. 


(UPI) — A boiler exploded 
"like a bomb" in a three- 
story annex of the Mc- 
Keesport Hospital Friday, 
injuring 22 of the 45 main- 
tenance and administrative 
employes inside the build- 
ing and caused nearly $1 
million in damages. 


Two employes, one of 


them a woman trapped 90 
minutes 
in, the rubble, 


were critically injured and 
seven others 
were also 


hospitalized in fair or seri- 
ous condition. 


A 
hospital 
spokesman 


said a fire alarm, trig- 
gered by one of six work- 
men in the boiler room 
just before the explosion, 
possibly averted a major 
disaster. 


Just 20 seconds after the 


alarm sounded, the explo- 
sion tore through the an- 
nex, shattering windows in 
nearby homes and busi- 
nesses. 


"I never caw anything 


like it in my life," said 
hospital 
electrician 
Jim 


Herb, 35, whose Tight eye 
was cut by flying gtoss. 


"It was like a bflmb 


went off. Some glass or 
something 
hit me. For 


awhile, 
I had 
no idea 


where I was." 


Mrs. 
Suzanne Stcphan, 


hospital director of com- 
munications, said none of 
the 500 patients or 800 
workers in the main hospi- 
tal building were injured, 


nor were any vital services 
seriously interrupted. 


Although an official esti- 


mate of damages was not 
immediately 
available, 


Mrs. Stephan said it might 
reach $1 million since the 
explosion 
destroyed 
a 


$500,000 
computer 
and 


blew out the rear of the 
brick annex. The cause of 
the explosion was also not 
known. 


Firemen also thought at 


first that a 100-foot tall

Tipoff letters lead to bombs in 3 cities

Anonymous letters apparently from the radical left 


underground tipped off police Friday to the location of 
eight time bombs planted months ago in safety deposit 
boxes in major banks in N'ew York, Chicago and San 
Francisco. 


Police bomb squad experts in the three cities en- 


tered the banks shortly after dawn, found the explosive 
devices and gingerly dismantled them without anyone 
being harmed. 


The tipoff letters, delivered to newspapers and radio 


stations in Chicago and San Francisco, warned that the 
bombs found Friday were fairly crude "prototypes" and 
"in future bombings" the explosive devices will-be more 
sophisticated. 


The neat, hand-printed letters indicated this was the 


start of a campaign to "kidnap property and offer it in 
exchange for tlie freedom of our people." 


"Free all political prisoners," the letters ended. 


"Remember George Jackson and Sam Melville." 


Jackson was one of the black "Soledad Brothers" 


killed in an escape attempt from San Quentin said to 
have been plotted by radical leftists. Melville, a con- 


fessed revolutionary bomber of eight New York build- 
ings, was killed in the Attica Prison riot last September. 


Police professed to have few, if any clues, aside 


from Ihe fact that seven of the safety deposit boxes were 
leased to a mysterious "Christopher Charles Mohr." 


Police and FBI agents in San Francisco were quoted 


as speculating "Mohr" could be a fictitious name for a 
number of people. Or, they said, he might be a pleasant, 
soft-mannered "physicist" who spent two days in a Chi- 
cago apartment building in December, 1970, and then 
left without paying the rent,

SAIGON — Viet Cong forces slammed 


20 rounds of mortars into a U.S. position 
only 20 miles northeast of Saigon late 
Friday night, wounding 18 Americans 
and one South Vietnamese. Three Ameri- 
cans were wounded seriously enough to 
require medical evacuation. It was one 
of the heaviest shelling barrages against 
U.S. units in several months and exacted 
one of the heaviest tolls of wounded. 
Meanwhile, the U.S. Command admitted 
Friday the loss of a 12lh American air- 
craft last month in toe intensified air 
war and reported a helicopter shot down 
in South Vietnam's central highlands. 
Elsewhere, a 2,000-man force of South 
Vietnamese troops moved into northeast- 
ern Cambodia in an operation designed 
to thwart an anticipated Communist of- 
fensive during the Tet lunar new year 
next month. 


Air crash blackout; 104 dead 


HilZA — An Iberia Caravelle jetliner 


slammed into the highest mountain on 
this Mediterranean tourist island Friday 
killing the 104 persons aboard. The Span- 
ish plane carried a crew of six and 98 
passengers on a flight from Madrid and 
Valencia to ibiza, the airline company 
said. Spokesman said there were two for- 
eigners aboard — Jeff Dessak of New 
York and Dieter Fricker of West Ger- 
many. Officials clamped a news blackout 
on the possible causes of the crash. 


Plane's wreckage, bodies found 


LIMA — A rescue party searching the 


jungle for the wreckage of an airliner 
that crashed Christmas Eve with 92 per- 
sons aboard found the plane's tail and 
some bodies Friday. Ministry spokesmen 
said there was no word of survivors oth- 
er than Juliane Koepcke, 17, daughter of 
a German-born scientist. She was found 
Monday after wandering 11 days through 
the northeastern Peruvian jungle. 


21 die in Yucatan air crash 


BACALiVR — A Mexican official said 


Friday that 21 persons, including possi- 
bly one American, perished late Thurs- 
day in the crash of a DCS transport in 
the Yucatan Peninsula jungle. Eyewit- 
nesses said the plane was (vying to make 
an emergency landing wlien it suddenly 
exploded and plunged to the ground. 
There were no survivors, said city offi- 
cials. 
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Gunmen kill Belfast pub owner 


BEU-'AST. Saturday - A wealthy 


Protestant pub owner was shot and killed 
by gunmen just before dawn today at his 
suburban Lowwood Park home. Gerald 
Woods, owner of the Belfast pub, the Gi- 
braltar, was the first prominent person 
assassinated in Northern Ireland since 
gunmen killed a Protestant legislator and 
several members of the Ulster defense 
regiment, a part-time military force, two 
months ago. Woods was the 209th person 
slain in three years of escalating vio- 
lence in northern Ireland. 


Red China nuclear explosion 


WASHINGTON Saturday — The Atom- 


ic Energy Commission a n n o u n c e d 
Friday that Communist China had set off 
a small nuclear explosion in the atmos- 
phere at approximately 5 a.m. The loca- 
tion was at the Lop Nor nuclear test area 
in Northwest China. It was China's 12th 
explosion in tire atmosphere; there has 
been one on the ground. 


India-Hanoi diplomatic ties 


NEW DELHI — In a rebuff to the 


U.S., India renewed full diplomatic rela- 
tions with North Vietnam on Friday. In- 
dia appeared to be making an apprecia- 
tive gesture to the Soviet Union, its sup- 
porter in the war with Pakistan last 
month. But it was considered likely that 
recognition of Hanoi could have reper- 
cussions in relations with the U.S. and 
peace-keeping efforts in Indocliina.

Between 25,000 and 50,000 Mexicans in the Los Ange- 


les area have lost their jobs because of a new illegal 
aliens employment law, a Mexican-American leader said 
Friday during legislative hearings in Los Angeles. 


Delphino Borrella of the Mexican-American Political 


Association testified before the Assembly Labor Rela- 
tions Committee that companies are voluntarily comply- 
ing with the law, written by Assemblyman Dixon Arnett, 
R-Redwood, even though it does not take effect until 
Feb. 8. 


The law makes it a misdemeanor, punishable by 


fines of $200 to $500, for an employer to "knowingly" 
hire an illegal alien whose employment would-have "an 
adverse effect on lawful resident workers." 


"It is having disastrous effects and should be re- 


pealed," Borrela argued. "Plants have laid off their en- 
lire Mexican work force rather than try to decide who is 
here legally. Also, people who are American citizens but 
do not have birth certificates, people in the process of 
getting their immigration papers and people who have 
no papers but might be entitled to legal residence are 
being let go." 


He added that many illegal aliens have families who 


are citizens and when the breadwinners are deported, 
these families are forced to go on welfare. 


To ease the problem, Assemblyman Peter Chacon, 


D-San Diego, suggested the law be amended to give 
some protection to illegal aliens who have worked in 
California for more than a year. And he urged Congress 


to give citizenship or legal residence to all illegal aliens 
who were in the U.S. before .1970. 


Questions about enforcement, constitutionality and 


social effects of the law were raised by representatives 
of labor, industry, the Mexican-American community as 
well as the Assembly committee members. 


Russell Parson, consultant for the Merchant and 


Manufactuuers Association, said the law forces employ- 
ers into the complex process of trying to determine an 
employe's status.

highway division believes 
there are some factors 
which merit further con- 
sideration. 


"Freeways do have sub- 


stantial benefits In addition 
to relieving traffic conges- 
tion on local city streets," 
Ayanian wrote. "Freeways 
move traffic faster, they 
lower user operating costs, 
and they are safer." 


He said the division esti- 


mates that diversion of

Patients can often be spared unnecessary knee sur- 


gery, thanks to a diagnostic procedure being offered at 
the new Paramount General Hospital. 


Medical observers say this is no small matter be- 


cause exploratory surgery of the knee may result in four 
to six weeks of disability for the patient. 


The diagnostic procedure —• called arthroscopy — 


means giving up only one day, and some patients have 
played football the day after an examination of the knee 
joint by this procedure. 


The procedure uses an Instrument called the Watan- 


abe arthroscope No. 21 to examine the inside of the knee 
joint. 


A Paramount orthopedic surgeon, who described the 


technique in an interview, but asked to not be identified, 
said'the scope is inserted into the knee through a quar- 
ter-inch incision. The scope is positioned at the side of 
the knee a little below the kneecap. 


THE EXAMINATION is performed under general or 


spinal anesthesia and may take anywhere from 15 min- 
utes to one hour. The patient is able to walk after the 
examination has been completed, the doctor said. 


The scope has its own light source and a superb lens 


system for magnification, the doctor continued. In fact, 
thanks to the arthroscope, a doctor can see areas in the 
back of the knee that would be "inaccessible" during 
conventional exploratory surgery. 


The knee is the largest and most complex joint in 


the body and it also is one of the most frequently injured 
joints, medical textbooks say. 


. The arthroscope is used chiefly to clear up a confus- 


ing diagnosis. 


Through it a doctor can view torn menisci, those 


gristle-like smooth tissues in the knee which minimize 
the friction in the joint and act as shock absorbers. 


A torn meniscus can result in a "locked" knee or a 


knee that may "give way." 


When surgery is performed, the meniscus is re- 


moved. 


But surgery can sometimes be averted if the arthro- 


scope shows that the meniscus is not torn. 


With the aid of the scope the doctor can also find 


"loose bodies" — cartilage or bone fragments that have 
broken off. Sometimes these loose bodies can be re- 
moved through the scope, to make incision-type surgery 
unnecessary. 


The scope can be used to detect a disorder called 


chondromalacia of the patella — degeneration or soften- 
ing of cartilage under the kneecap. 


In knees afflicted with rheumatoid arthritis, tiny bits 


of tissue can be removed through the scope for examina- 
tion — to enable the doctor to assess the status of the 
patient's arthritic involvement. 


The scope was developed by Dr: M. Watanabe and 


an associate in Japan. Twenty-one modifications have 
been made in the instrument to achieve the present de- 
sign, tiie Paramount orthopedist said. 


A camera is attached to the scope, and still photos 


can be made of inside-the-joint defects. 


The Paramount surgeon who uses the scope said 


that the scope is being used at places such as the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, Mayo Clinic and in Wilmington, Del. 
It has been used for many years in Japan and Europe. 


In Southern California, the scope is being used by 


some doctors in Newport Beach, Santa Ana, Los Angeles 
and San Diego, the Paramount doctor said. 


AN ORTHOPEDIST for a professional football team 


is one of the more recent users of the scope. 


The Paramount doctor who described use of the 


scope has performed more than 100 knee examinations 
with it. 


The arthroscope looks something like a small cysto- 


scope, an instrument for the examination of the inside of 
the urinary bladder. 


Although the arthroscope has been around for some 


time, it wasn't until Dr. Watanabe, the developer, pub- 
lished a new edition of his "Atlas of Arthroscopy" two 
years ago that use of the device really "caught fire," 
the Paramount doctor said. 


Arthroscopy should be performed in a hospital, ths 


doctor added.

Identified 300 firms in California which make a practice 
of habitually hiring illegal aliens," he said. 


The problem of the illegal alien in1 California has 


been growing according to Leonard W. Oilman, commis- 
sioner of immigration for the Southwest Region and a 
Long Beach resident. The number of illegal aliens 
caught in the region increased 10-fold in the last five 
years and 400,000 in 1971, he said. 


IN CALIFORNIA from July, 1970, to December, 


1971, 
182,700 illegal aliens, 97 per cent of .them Mexicans, 


were deported, Oilman said. An estimated 73,400 of those 
caught were employed, 39,000 in agriculturel and 34,400 
in industrial and service jobs. 


"Many' of the aliens we caught were Involved in 


training programs funded by the state or working for 
state contractors," he added. 


Several union officials told the committee the aliens 


pose an economical threat, charging they are taking jobs 
away from Americans and depressing working condi- 
tions. 


Sigmund Arywitz, executive secretary of the Los An- 


geles County Federation of Labor, AFL-CIO, described 
the illegal alien as a victim: 


"He is often employed at less than the minimum 


wage, and employers will recruit him as a strikebreaker 
without telling him," Arywitz said. "An illegal alien is 
also difficult to organize,.because he knows if he signs a 
union card he may be fired and deported." 


KEITH WILLIAMS of the Musicians Union charged 


that illegal aliens working as musicians have drawn off 
more -than ?1 million In wages a year from legal Califor- 
nia workers. J. J. Rodriguez, executive secretary of the 
Butchers Union, charged that many illegal aliens 
working in Los Angeles-area meat packing plants are 
being used as strikebreakers. 


The Labor Relations Committee, according to chair- 


man Leo'McCarthy, D-San Francisco, is holding hear- 
ings throughout the state to gauge the impact of the ille- 
gal alien not only on employment but also on such social 
services as welfare.

WHEN 
PEOPLE 
talk 


about a nationally popular 
evangelist, they inevitably 
think 
of Billy Graham. 


How would Rex Humbard, 
the electronic evangelist 
reaching more folks regu- 
larly than any other minis- 
ter these days, compare 
himself 
with 
Graham? 


How do they differ, if they 
do.... 


"As far as spiritual mes- 


sage," was the reply, '.'we 
do not differ. There is this 
difference. I am a pastor. 
I marry people, counsel 
with them, bury them, con- 
sole them." 


Does 
Humbard 
agree 


with criticism of Graham 


from gome very conserva- 
tive sections of Protestan- 
ism, who say that Billy 
Graham is drifting away 
from his fundamentals? 


Tho answer was crisp. 


"I've known Billy Graham 
for 28 years. We worked 
together on the West Coast 
in the 1940s with Yonth for 
Christ. He Is preaching the 
same 
message. He's a 


sound man. None of us Is 
perfect, mind yon, none of 
us." 


One thing he very much 


shares with Graham, Is a 
non - denominational ap- 
proach. 


"I got that from my fath- 


er," Humbard says. "My 


1 father would say there Is 


only God's family and 
the devil's family. I think 
today the 
picture 
has 


changed from denomina- 
tionalism to more attention 
to what It's all about. 


"People who come to the 


Cathedral come from all 
backgrounds, you name it. 
Now, we are Protestant,

right." 


HUMBAHD IS no great 


fan of the word "theolo- 
gy." He says he 
often 


changes his intended talk, 


as he feels the need. "You 
know the 
saying, some 


preachers get so heavenly, 
they're no earthly good," 
lie 
commented. "People 


are not theologians. You 
must be human, down to 
earth 
and 
honest with 


them, and the spirit of God 
must be there. That's the 
big thing." 


If he has a theology, it is 


the 
authority 
of 
God's 


word through the Bible. 


"I don't understand all 


of It," he . «ayi readily. 
"Some of the prophecy, for 
example, is a little rough. 
But I understand enough of 
tt to want to share, and I 
work at It." 


He steers clear of social 


issues. 


"I never preached one 


sermon on the race issue," 
he says. "Yet the NAACP 
said I had done more for 
brotherhood 
than 
many 


who talk about it. Viet- 
nam? I'm not a military 
man nor a foreign policy 


• expert. You don't go to a 
blacksmith to have a tooth 
pulled." 


As a man of God, does 


he have a viewpoint on war 
and peace? 


"I'm against all wars," 


he replied. "I don't think 
anyone ever won a war." 


Humbard wants to make 


it clear that he is not 
a g a i n s t denominational 
churches 
and the good 


work many of them.do, 
though he believes division 
into sects has contributed 
to Christianity's decline^ 


"When we come to Long 


Beach, 
and 
people are 


moved to contribute, we 
tell them to send their 
money to local churches. 
Sure, I «ould come to Long 
Beach and raise a lot of 
money. I'd just be robbing

New work by Nabokov 


GLORY. BY VLADIMIU 


N A B 0 K 0 V. Translated 
from the Russian by Dmi- 
tri Nabokov in collabora- 
tion with tlm author. Mc- 
Graw-Hill, $8.95. 


Nabokov came 
to the 


United States in 1940. He 
had left Russia alter the 
Bolshevik revolution, when 
he was 18, and after taking 
a degree in Cambridge 
University settled in Ber- 
lin. There, under the name 
of Vladimir Sirin he wrote 
novels and short stories in 
Russian, 
tending toward 


surrealism 
and 
expres- 


sionism, using an intricate 
style to distort reality into 
the grotesque and into fan- 
tasy. 


His works gained in- 


creasing 
esteem 
among 


the Russian emigrees in 
Europe, 
but 
the 
man 


whose "The Real Life of 
Sebastian Knight." "Loli- 
ta," 
and "Pale Fire" 


(written in English, the 
language he began to em- 
ploy so masterfully after 
15HO) was then virtually 
unknown in this country. 
In Mirsky's history of Rus- 
sian literature Nabokov is 
mentioned, along with a 
few other emigree writers 
in a single footnote). 


In his pre-English days 


perhaps the best of his 
novels were "The Luzhin 
Defense" (1930), the story 
of a chess champion, liis 
pathological deterioration, 
his madness and suicide, 
and the macabre "Invita- 
tion to a beheading," both 
among the early Russian 
novels of Nabokov which 
had been translated into 
English. "Glory" is the fi- 
nal in Uie series of English 
translations of the novels 
written under the name of 
Sirin. 


Exile, wandering, youth- 


ful ambition for greatness 
are its theme. "Glory's" 
protagonist 
Martin, like 


Nabokov, leaves 
Russia 


when the R e v o l u t i o n 
strikes, lives in a number 
of places in Europe, at- 
tends Cambridge. He has a 
bout of hopeless love. His 
yearning is for 
glory, 


about whose nature he is 


vague. When he recognizes 
what that glory might be, 
he determinedly pursues 
it. 


Nabokov lu'msclf says of 


"Glory" that its "fun . . . 
is to be sought in the echo- 
ing and linking of minor 
events, in back-and-forlli 
switches, which produce 
an illusion of impetus: in 
an old daydream directly 
becoming the blessing of 
the ball hugged to one's 
chest, or in the casual vi- 
sion of Martin's mother 
grieving beyond the time- 
frame of the novel in an 
abstraction of the future 
tliat the reader can only 
guess at, even after he has 
raced through the last sev- 
en chapters where a regu- 
lar madness of structural 
twists and a masrjueracle 
of all characters culminate 
in a furious 
finale, al- 


though nothing much hap- 
pens at the end — just a 
bird perching on a wicket 
in the grayness of a wet 
day." 


The translation by Nabo- 


kov's son, Dmitri, is first- 
rate.

nearly 50 y e a r s to the 
welfare of the Mexican In- 
dians; for a score of those 
years, from 1697 to 1717, 
he labored to set up and 
consolided the Baja mis- 
sions. These letters cover 
that period. 


The courage needed for 


the task shines through his 
letter of Nov. 28, 1G97, to 
the viceroy Jose Sarmiento 
Valladares, Conde de Moc- 
tezuma, 
from 
Lore to: 


"This letter comes to you 
soaked with perspiration 
because we used its paper 
as shield to defend our 
faith, our king, our fort. 
The natives received us 
peacefully; but overcome 
by greed for our food sup- 
plies, they tried to over- 
power and slay us." At- 
tacked by four tribes, the 
soldiers fought, "from our 
trenches," from noon until 
sunset. 


The viceroys' lack of co- 


operation was not the least 
of Salvatierra's burdens, 
and in one letter, he ap- 
prizes the Pope of this.

Salomon said. "Our play- 
ers tried to get out of 
there. The police wanted to 
get into a brawl with our 
players." 


The Blues' coach, Al Ar- 


bour, as well as defense- 
man, John Arbour (no re- 
lation), left wing Floyd 
Thomson and right wing, 
Pliil 
R o b e r t o , 
were 


charged with assault and 
battery on police officers 
and disorderly conduct. 


"If 1 thought our boys 


were wrong,. I wouldn't 
feel the way I do," Salo- 
mon said.. "I could have 
taken everything up until 
they put our boys in the 
patrol wagon." 


The two Arbours suf- 


fered gashes of the head. 
Al received about 12 stitch- 
es, and John, who said he 
"stopped counting after 20 
stitches," received about 
35. 


"We Just won't take it 


that 
we 
did. anything 


wrong," 
Salomon 
said. 


"We're going to uphold 
what we think is right re- 
gardless of how high we 
have to go." 


Salomon said he was 


consulting with his lawyers 
and 
added, "We're not 


anxious to sue people to 
get any .money out of it, 
hut we can't just say our 
people are wrong and pay 
the fine without explaining 


our position."

Salomon 
criticized the 


Flyers' management for 
not providing enough pro- 
tection. 


"Seventeen 
policemen

protection." 


"We were not treated as 


anyone would have been 
treated in St. Louis under 
similar circumstances," he 
added. "The 
fans were 


even throwing soda bottles 
on the ice."

ee John Ashley about a 
faceoff during the period 
when the Bines claimed 
they were not ready.

a thickly, branched cypress 
tree 72 ft. tall and 10 fee 
in diameter tumbled over 
the owner's newly built cy 
clone wire fence, across

and over half of the fron 
lawn. It missed hitting thi 
neighbor's stately redwooi 
tree which is about 25 fee 
taller than the toppled cy 
press tree. 


The redwood — thougi 


known to be somewha 
shallow rooted, didn't turn 
ble over because it grow 
spire-like and is thinne 
branched. 


Two 
deciduous 
shade 


trees that grow in the de- 
sert as well as in milder 
sectors are Texas Umbrel- 
la and Jerusalem Thorn. 
The Umbrella tree furnish- 
es dense shade, whereas 
the Jerusalem Thorn pro- 
vides light shade.

,, The winds should serve 
as a warning to us to b 
mindful of two tree-garde 
chores. The first is to 
thin out thickly branched 
conifers 
and ornamental 


evergreen trees annually. 
This trimming should be 
done from late October 
through early December. 
The second is to deeply 
water mature trees. 


The trees usually are 


watered sufficiently when 
young, but as they grad- 
ually grow older they don't 
get the depth of watering 
the 
roots 
need. Conse- 


quently the roots tend to 
grow nearer the surface of 
the lawn or bare-soil area 
where they get only super- 
ficial and no doubt fre- 
quent waterings. Mature 
trees shold be watered at 
least down to four 
feet 


deep. The texture of the 
soil determines the fre- 
quency of watering them.

space between the street 
curbing

sidewalk. It is much more

trees deeply due to the 
confined space in which 
they grow. There are two 
methods of deep irrigation 
for mature trees. One is to 
punc.l). 18 to 24 inches depth 
holes 
spaced 
about two 


feet 
apart. 
The 
holes 


should be from half way 
from the tree trunk to two 
feet beyond the drip line — 
the outer perimeter of the 
tree-branch spread. 


The parking tree should 


be 
thoroughly 
watered. 


From a few hours to a day 
or so later the holes should 
be filled with manure or 
sand then watered again 
long enough to soak the 
materials in the holes. The 
trees then are fed in those 
areas.

Fledgling firm roars toward success despite 1971

Pause for a moment for this right-at-home success 
story. 


California-born Carol Malkmus, 32, ond Al Chavez 41, 


pooled their talents and resources in August 1970, and 
along with a ?20,000 loan from United California Bank 
(90 per cent guaranteed by the Small Business Adminis- 
tratios) formed Amex Paving Co., Inc., 719 E. Wardlow 
Road, with a total capitalization of $30,000. 


With financial figures in for the first 14 months in 


business, through last October, Amex was able to 
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acliievo more than $500,000 in sales and retain three per 
cent net profit after taxes. 


And, most importantly, it was accomplished In spite 


of one of the worst recessionary periods in California in 
the past decade. 


Malkmus, a 1967 Long Beach Slate College graduate 


and secretary-treasurer of the fledgling concern, couldn't 
be happier. 


"Christmas really came early for us," said the 


youthful executive. "When we heard the October figures, 
we couldn't have asked for a better Christmas present. 
We've averaged more than $45,000 in sales monthly since 
we began. And we've accomplished this during probably 
the worst recessionary period California has seen since 
1958." 


Equally enthusiastic over their business success is 


Chavez, a Long Beach resident and the firm's presi- 
dent. 


"We started Amex with a total of three employes in- 


cluding Carl, one field supervisor, and myself. Today, 
we employ 19 people including two full-time field 
crews." 


Chavez, who through the years has worked himself

This should be a good economic year, because it is a 


presidential election year. 


Industry Week said presidential election years, with 


notable exceptions like 1932, tend to be good economic 
years. 


Incumbent presidents make every effort to guaran- 


tee that the economy is moving in the right direction as 
the time draws near for Americans to go to the polls. 
President Richard M. Nixon is no exception. 


Without attributing base political motives to Mr. 


Nixon, it has been clear since mid-August that he was 
far from happy with the economy and with inflation, the 
magazine asserted. 


The wage-price freeze followed by Phase 2 controls 


on increases to curb inflation, and the tax reduction bill 
to stimulate capital spending and put more dollars in the 
pockets of consumers, are illustrations of that discon- 
tent, the magazine said. 


Most economists expect 1972 to be anywhere from a

One economist said he is optimistic about the year

to 8 per cent gain in steel consumption. Most analysts 
believe consumption will be around 106 million net tons 
this year, and some say that a booming economy could 
carry it to 109 million tons.

sumption gain, assuming successful renegotiation of vol-

untary quota agreements with foreign steel producers. 


Total production of raw steel this year will be about 


131 million net tons, most analysts believe. That's a rise 
of 9 per cent from 1971's depressed level of around 120 
million tons, but it would be well below the 1969 record 
of 141.3 million tons.

If you bought a new car of a light-duty truck after 


Aug. 15 and have already claimed your refund of the 7 
per cent Federal excise tax, you may go back to the 
dealer and get a refund of the state sales tax you paid, 
too. 


This is the advice of State Board of Equalization 


Chairman Richard Nevins, who explained this week that 
persons who obtain refunds of excise tax as the result of 
recent Federal legislation repealing the manufacturers 
excise tax on new passenger automobiles and light-duty 
trucks and certain trailers may also obtain a refund of 
the sales tax reimbursement paid on the amount of ex- 
cise tax that was included in the price. 


Nevins said that the refund of sales tax may be ob- 


tained through the dealer from whom the vehicle was 
purchased by presenting to the dealer evidence of the re- 
fund of the Federal tax. The dealer will file a claim with 
the State Board of Equalization. 


"For example, on an excise tax refund of ?200, 


which is the average amount, the purchaser would re- 
ceive a refund o£ ?10 in sales tax," Nevins said.
